OCCURS TODAY 


AT CHICAGO. 


Non-union Drivers Today Armed 


With Revolvers. 


MEAT 
WAGONS WERE 
LOADED 


THIS MORNING. 


POLICE SHOT AT THE STRIKERS. 


Chicago Mob Numbering Thousands 


Fought Police and Non-Union 


Drivers of Wagons. 


Chicago, June 4—(Bulletin)—With 


the aid of the police and after a severe 
clubbing of the mob the meat packers 
succeeded in delivering 36 wagons of 
dressed meat to down town butchers 
today. 


It is reported that two "imported" 


negroes who today attempted to drive 
meat wagons were badly wounded by 
the mob, but the police deny knowing 
this. A meat -wagon driven down State 
st. under police escort at noon today 
was surrounded and bombarded with 
rotten eggs, sticks, stones, etc., from 
windows. The police finally cleared a 
way, using clubs without respect to 
age or size. 


Charles 
, an" 18-year-oll 


spectator, was struck by a brick on 
Fifth avenue and his skull was frac- 
tured. He cannot recover.

Powell, non-union driver, for Libby, 
McNeall and Libby, was knocked 
from his seat and seriously hurt by 
a bowlder. P. C. Boyston, a non- 
union driver for Swift & Co., sus- 
tained a scalp wound and concussion 
of the brain. A lump of coal thrown 
from afifth story window struck him. 
A bus load of superintendents 
and 


managers for the packers was stoned.

Women em- 
ployed in sewing rooms and factories 
hurled spools, 


Beemen, surounded by a crowd 
• 


hundreds of excited men, struggled 
with 25 meat wagons from the stock 
yards at Polk and State streets yester 
day, as wired in these dispatches to 
the Advocate Tuesday. Guarded by a 
heavy force of police the wagons lefi 
the packing district for down town. Al 
along the line of march men and boys 
followed the police and non-union driv 
ers, shouting T.-ords of -srarning and 
throwirij mud and stones. As the 
stock yards wagons reacned the down 
town district they were attacked in a 
body by the mob. In less than ten 
minutes 1000 men had joined in the 
'Work of blocking the wagons. Heavy 
coal wagons were pulled across the 
street, four and five deep," blocking 
the State street cable cars and sus- 
pending all traffic. 


Two revolver battles marked 
the 


rioting_that attended the progress of 
the meat caravan from the yards to 
the city stores. As Peck and State 
streets were reached a detective on 
horseback, annoyed beyond endurance 
by blows and jeers, drew a revolver 
and fired. A little further on, at Jeck 
place and Michigan avenue, in front of 
a new building, the drivers were as- 
sailed by a quantity of bricks and 
mortar. One driver fired three times 
into the crowd, but as far as could be 
learned no one was injured. 


The police fought the mob to Clark 


and Harrison streets, where they were 
stopped again. Men were struck over 
the head and in the face with clubs 
and stones. The mob finally fell back 
and the wagons were unloaded at 
Magner, Winslow & Co.'s shop. 


Prom 'here the wagons proceeded to 


the alley behind the Fair store. Al 
along -the route and into the alley they 
were followed by a howling and jeer 
ing mob. Several wagons were un 
loaded at the Fair. When the proces- 
sion reached State street it was block 
ed by a crowd of men, women and chil 
dren that packed the street. Wagons 
were filled rapidly by the teamsters 
and driven in the way of the meat 
wagons. Many arrests were made and 
riotous members of the throng were 
clubbed as the caravan drove 
with

Store Managers Settle With Drivers. 
Chicago, June 4—(Bulletin)—At a 


meeting of the department store man- 
agers and representatives of the driv- 
ers' union this afternoon, a settlement 
of the strike was arrived at. The scale 
of wages ranges between fl and $14 
a week, an increase of $1. That sec- 
tion relating to, the recognition of the 
union reads as follows: "There shall 
be no discrimination-against union la- 
bor." 


Chicago, June 4—The eleventh day 


of the packers' teamsters' strike open- 
ed today with meat wagons loaded but 
no delivery was made up to 9 o'clock. 
The non-union meat wagon drivers 
have been armed with revolvers and 
serious trouble is expected. 


Moving slowly and with an aug-

100 policemen, 


twelve wagons loaded with meat en- 
route to downtown depots arrived at 
Hubhard court and Michigan avenue 
at 10:30 this morning. Here the crowd 
of sympathizers and striking team- 
sters manifested some opposition to 
the progress of the caravan, 
hissing 


and jeering at the non-union drivers, 
finally a jam was formed by other 
wagons and the police made a raid, 
clubbing those that refused to move 
quickly.

Probably 5,000 people followed 
the 


procession of stock yards wagons from 
this point on. 


Striking telephone linemen in sym- 


pathy with the teamsters cut all tho 
wires to the North Side order depart- 
ments and distributing depots of the 
pac-kei s. 


Under 
cover 
of darkness 
meat 


wagons were removed down town at 
midnight They were driven to sup- 
piy depots unmolested and there de- 
posited sufficient meat to relieve the 
embargo on the big hotels. Non- 
union drivers for a number of firms 
have been armed with revolvers and 
serious trouble is feared today. Hun- 
dreds of policemen are ready for in- 
stant call to any part of the city. 


POLICE SHOT AT STRIKERS. 
Chicago, June 4—Two hundred po- 


The street then-witnessed a scene 


of disorder that has not been equalled 
in that thoroughfare for years. A mob 
howling and cursing the police follow- 
ed three loads of meat in Armour and 
Swift's wagons, and the two omnibuss- 
es filled with policemen. Bottles and 
sticks were thrown at the drivers and

SOUTH AFRICAN WAR. 


Great Britain has certainly attained 


greater glory in giving the Boers lib- 
eral terms of peace than would have 
been possible by exacting the original 
demand for unconditional surrender 
In fact the only glory that comes to 
the British in the entire campaign in 
South. Africa consists in the final 
peaceful settlement of the war. 


Little fault can be found with the 


conditions imposed by the British, con- 
sidering that the great point at issue 
the independence of the republics, had 
been conceded at the outset of the ne 
gotiations. On the whole they seem 
to be kindly and generous, evincing 
a purpose on the part of the conquer- 
ors to guarantee the Boers self-govern- 
ment m local matters, and to devote 
large sums of money to repair the rav- 
ages of war, and advance the Boers in 
the pathway of industrial prosperity 
and progress. For this purpose, §15,- 
000,000 is set apart and necessary 
loans in addition, free of interest for 
two years. The use of the Dutch lan- 
guage is retained in the schools and in 
the courts when necessary. This was 
a great point with the Boers. The fu- 
gitive Boers and all prisoners — said 
to number 50 000 — outside

ance of the Boers. They could do no 
less. It is the only way to explain 
their tremendous cu.orts and losses to 
succeed in the war. "The gallantry of 
the Boers " says the London Star, "will 
riot be forgotten. The spectacle of a 
few farmers wrestling heroically like 
Laocoon in the grip of the great em- 
pire will live in the imagination of 
mankind beside Thermopylae. Tie 
names of Botha, Dewet ana Delarey 
will shine beside the names of Leon- 
idas, William Tell.

Kew York, June 2.-At the theater 


the other night I sat and watched the 
procession of fine hats go by as the 
wearers took their places—flat hats, 
hats tilted at an angle of 45 degrees, 
drooping hats, aureole hats, tricornes, 
turbans, toques and hats twisted and 
tortured into a dozen curves and turns 
so that no one could tell what they 
were originally intended for.

What one of the Republican senators 


is Avont to speak of as the "meek and 
lowly Hanna boom for the presidency" 
r<-p<; t-iTi-txf nNrat a ^wi '1«n! the other 
day in.Washington,Isa^s the New York 
Times correspondent. This was due, 
of course, to the news that came from 
Cleveland as to the feelir-g in the Ohio 
Republican state come:itiou with ref- 
erence to Mr. Hanna's candidacy. The 
Ohio Republicans aic represented as 
being for Hanna in case it shall appear 
that Mr. Roosevelt is not to be nomi- 
nated to succeed himself. Washington 
takes this to mean tliat the Republic- 
ans of Mr. Hanna's state expect to 
have opportunity in the convention to 
vote for Mr. Hanna and that the dis- 
claimer they make of not being in op 
position to Mr. Roose\elt is to be re 
gardetl not so much a declaration of 
admiration for him as an intimation 
that in Ohio Mr. Roose^elt is consid- 
ered about the same as out of the race. 


Whether this is the right interpreta- 


tion of the disclaimer or not, the view 
it presents accords with the judgments 
of many of those who gossip about the 
probabilities of the presidential cam- 
paign of 1904. The feeling is spiend- 
iiig in Washington that Mr. Hf ^na is 
far more likely to bo nominated for 
the presidency In the next Republican 
convention than Mr. Roosevelt. A Re- 
publican senator, who, of course, 
would not be willing to have his name 
used in connection with his statement, 
said recently that he believed it to be 
out of the question that Mr. Roosevelt 
shoufd be nominated in 1904. 


"Maybe 
I 
underestimate 
his 


strength," the senator said, "but my 
judgment is that Mr. Roosevelt will 
not head the nest Republican presi- 
dential ticket. Of course we all know 
he is -working for the nomination. It is 
plain enough he is undertaking to build 
up a Roosevelt machine. His appoint 
rnents are made -with that end in view; 
Other official acts arc performed with 
an eye to the main chance. It's a pity 
this should be so, it seems to me. It 
would be better'for Mr. Roosevelt and 
better forttie country if, instead of de- 
voting hiinselfuto a campaign for the 
next Republican nomination for the 
presidency, he. \vould consecrate him- 
self, as "Mr." Cleveland used to say, to 
the service of the people. There may 
be some shifts ethat will change the 
sentiment of tjie Republican party so 
that it will Semand the" nomination of 
Mr. Roosevelt.' =He may do something 
just at the rifht time that will give 
him a tremendous .popularity. Such 
things I don't, take into account, but 
speak m expectation of an ordinary 
course of events. I can't see now where 
the strength to nominate Mr. Roose- 
velt could come from. If Mr. Hanna 
and Mr. Roosevelt shall be the leading 
candidates for the nomination, Mr. 
Hanna will be the nominee." 


"Don't you think, senator, that Mr. 


Roosevelt is building up a good ma- 
chine?" 
"I do not think so. Somebody will 


put rollers under that machine, aud 
away it will go down hill and to 
smash. The politicians don't want Mr. 
Roosevelt nominated. 
They want a 


man they can tie to." 


"Isn't Mr. Roosevelt a good man to 


tie to, senator?" 


"About as good as a comet, I should 


say, and that, I think, is the feeling 
that prevails among the Republican 
senators. They have a good deal of 
business to transact with the presi- 
dent, and they don't like his style very 
well. Mr. McKmley "was of a different 
type. We all liked him. He had had a 
world of experience of the sort that 
tends to make a man fit for the presi- 
dential office, and besides that he was 
one of the kindest, "most considerate 
and most patient of men. It was a 
pleasure to do business with him. We 
dou't like Mr. Roosevelt so well. We 
don't know where we're at when we 
are doing business with him. I reckon 
other persons who are in public life 
have had about the same experience. 


"Something may happen, as I sug- 


gested, the effect of -which will be to 
give Mr.Roose-s elt unexpected strength, 
[f fortune docs not favor him in that 
way, I don't bebeve he will be nomi- 
nated. If Hanna is his chief opponent, 
the prize will go to the Ohio man."

Very many 'estimable persons have 


fallen into the error that The Congres- 
sional Record is dull and profitless 
reading. On the contrary, few publi- 
cations afford more valuable instruc- 
tion or more pleasant recreation, and 
no wonder, for it contains the results 
of the scientific, political, literary and 
legal Investigations of 450 senators 
and representatives, assisted by li- 
brarians, secretaries and other helpers, 
to say nothing, of an occasional essay 
by the president of the United States, 
cabinet ministers and heads of depart- 
ments. 


The Record contains samples of ev- 


ery sort of oratory ever devised by the 
wit of man—dry, eloquent, witty, hu- 
morous, logical, thrilling, didactic, pa- 
thetic. In it may be found speeches 
which put mea to sleep as surely as 
opium and others which stir the heart 
like strains of martial music. 
Funeral Oratory. 


People chuckle when they peruse 


this letter to a representative from one 
of his constituents: "Send me some 
eulogies. I like to read about dead 
congressmen!" In asking for congres- 
sional eulogies he had no idea that 
he was preferring a request for speci- 
mens of exquisite oratory. Yet that 
was precisely what he was doing. 


In a recent magazine article Hon. 


'Thomas B. Reed says: "The funeral 
oration must have had and did have 
Its origin in far antiquity. No time 
has ever been and no time can ever be 
• when the closing of life will cease to 
be its great event. In congress the 
funeral oration still survives, and much 
eloquence still pervades the halls when 
death comes. Of course there is much 
uttered which makes the judicial smile, 
but there is also much which Is worthy 


flred. 
There hare been statesmen 


whose silent Influence has decided the 
issue when the country was at the 
parting of the ways of whose service 
history takes no heed. The great Ohio 
territory, now six imperial states, was 
twice saved to freedom by the almost 
unnoticed action of a single man. 
With all respect for the man of letters, 
we are not yet quite ready to admit 
that the trumpeter is better than the 
soldier or the painter greater than the 
lion." 


In speaking of Senator Davis' con- 


versational powers Senator Hoar said, 
"No spark from him was ever a cinder 
In the eye of his friend," a mot worthy 
to be remembered and to be quoted as 
long as our literature survives. 
Defense of Funeral Orations. 


Henry Cabot Lodge, junior senator 


from Massachusetts, gave this defense, 
rtasou aud excuse lor the funeral ora- 
tion in general: 


"Mr. President, 'death,' said one of 


the wisest of men, 'hath this also— 
that it openeth the gate to good fame 
•nd extinguished envy.' Bacon, I con- 
ceive, meant more by envy than the 
mere jealousy of one man toward an- 
other. He Intended, we may suppose, 
that general lack of Just appreciation 
from which every man of distinction, 
especially in public service, often suf- 
fers in his lifetime. And he rightly 
says that death openeth the gate to 
good fame, which is but another way 
of declaring that it is the first attempt 
to do justice to a man's career and 
services. It is a common error that 
eulogies, especially those spoken in the 
freshness of grief, are necessarily as 
little to be believed as the epitaph held 
by Lord Byron to be typical of false- 
hood. This error springs from another 
equally coarnon, that criticism means 
fault finding, whereas true criticism, 
which alone is of value, consists quite

of the themes, which, after all, are 
themes which involve all of this world 
and all of its achievements, with all 
the possibilities of the land across the 
barriers of which the dead man has 
been borne." 
Cushman K. Davis. 


The funeral orations In the senate 


touching the life and character of Cush- 
man K. Davis of Minnesota were of an 
unusually high order of merit -Speak- 
ing of the numerous deaths in the sen- 
ate and of the high character of sena- 
tors in general, Senator Hoar of Massa- 
chusetts said: 


"The senate, as Its name Implies, has 


been from the beginning, with few ex- 
ceptions, an asse~mbly of old men. In 
the course of nature many of its mem- 
bers die in office. That has been true 
of 38 senators since" I came to the capi- 
tol. Others, a yet larger number, die 
soon after theyr leave office. 
Of the 


men with whom,, I have served in. this 
chamber 58 more are now dead, mak- 
ing in all 96, enough and to spare to or- 
ganize another senate elsewhere. To 
that number has been added every vice 
president but two. Upon those who 
have died in office eulogies have been 
pronounced in this chamber and in the 
house. The speakers have obeyed the 
rule demanded by the decencies of r'u- 
neral occasion—nil de mortuis nisi 
bonum—if not the command born of a 
tenderer pity for human frailty—jam 
parce sepulto —but in general, with 
scarcely an exception, the portraitures 
have been true and faithful." 
Soldier and Statesman. 


Speaking of the relative merits of 


the soldiers and statesmen on the one 
hand and of authors and poets on the 
other. Senator Hoar uttered these 
philosophical remarks: 


"Of course, Mr. President, in this 


great century which is just over, when 
our republic, this infant Hercules, has 
been growing' from its cradle to its 
still youthful manhood, the greatest 
place for a live man has been that of a 
soldier in time of war and that of a 
statesman in time of peace. Cushman 
K. Davis was both. He did a man's 
full duty In both. No man values more 
than I do the function of the man of 
letters. No man reveres more than I 
do the man of genius who in a loving 
and reverent way writes' the history 
of a great people, or the poet from 
whose lyre comes the Inspiration 
•which induces heroic action in war 
and peace. But I do not admit that 
the title of the historian or that of the 
poet to the gratitude and affection of 
mankind is greater than that of the 
Boldier who saves nations or that of 
.the statesman who creates or pre- 
serves them or who makes them great 
I have no patience when I read that 
famous speech of Gladstone, be and 


as much in pointing out beauties as in 
enumerating defects. Therefore it fol- 
lows that the eulogy fulfills the kindly 
function of criticism, the other having 
been already amply performed during 
the lifetime of him whose virtues are 
L-elebrated in a funeral oration. Thus 
the balance is made even, and in the 
two combined History, looking down 
long hence with calm and patient eyes, 
will find the man anfl do him Justice. 
If in the first burst of sorrow eulogy is 
overstrained, history can be trusted to 
set it right At the worst, excess of 
praise is a good fault, for the chances 
are very great that the living man In 
his public life got less praise than he 
was entitled to and far more of misun-

"Those who have amused themselves 


in reading the curious books of the 
iconoclasts, which make laborious ef- 
fort to show that Francis Bacon 
wrote the Shakespearean plays, as well 
as those who find in the master's work 
inherent evidence of his identity, will 
sympathize with Mr. Davis' sharp re- 
buke of their heresy where he says: 


"And 
now conies some one and says that here is 


proof that Shakespeare is a mere alias for Francis 
Bacon. It is difficult to touch o.- let alone 'this 
vagary with any patience. One is inclined simply 
to protest in the words of Shakespeare's epitaph: 
" 'Good frend for lesus sake forbeare 
To digg the dust encloased heare,' 


and pass on, deeming all secure against a dese- 
cration worse than that which the poet cursed." 
Davis as an Orator. 


Senator Davis' greatest oratorical 


performance was his speech delivered 
on the field of Gettysburg July 2, 1897, 
at the unveiling of the statue erected 
by the state of Minnesota to commem- 
orate the charge made there by the 
First regiment of Minnesota infantry 
•volunteers on July 2, 1863. In one 
sense it was a funeral oration, from 
which I quote the following excerpts: 


"How lovingly Peace, enrobed in her 


imperial mantle of golden harvests, 
reigns over this delicious landscape! 
The refulgent armor of war now rusts 
beneath our feet The cannon that we 
see here in position among the ranks 
which sleep in the invincible array of 
death are silent forever. Peace now 
holds an unbroken sway over our dear 
land. And yet 34 years ago today she 
fled affrighted from this scene. The 
fiery chariots of war were reaping here 
her fields and were, gathering a harvest 
of men into that ,tabernacle of never 
ending rest wherein all grains and 
fruits and flowers and men and all liv- 
ing things must be garnered at last 


"Nearly 160,000 men fronted each 


other here. Neither waged a war of 
foreign invasion. They were brothers, 
deeply angered. But that brotherhood 
was an assurance of fraternal reunion 
at some time when war should cease 
and the resistless forces of reconcilia- 
tion should assert themselves, as they 
have done, thanks be to him who has 
guided and protected this nation."

is authorized to coin a silver dollar 
containing 416 grains of standard sil- 
ver, to be a coin of the Philippine isl- 


and, 
the denomination of the coin to 


he expressed in English, Filipino and 
Chinese characters. Silver brought to 
the Manilla mint shall be coined for 
the benefit of the depositor, the mint 
charge being one cent for each dollar 
coined. 


The same coin may be made at the 


mint in San Francisco upon the re- 
quest of the Philippine government, 
with the approval of the secretary of 
the treasury, provided that such de- 
posits at the San Francisco mint shall 
be confined to silver produced in the 
United States. 
Subsidiary coins of 


silver may also be coined at the Ma- 
nilla mint under restrictions similar 
to those regulating the coinage of the 
dollar. The dollar shall be legal ten- 
der in the Philippines for public and 
private debts, except, where otherwise 
stipulated. Silver certificates may be 
issued for deposits of Filipino dollars 
in sums of $25 or more. 
Other minor 


subsidiary coins are provided for. 


The bill alsb continues the divisioa 


of insular affairs of the war depart- 
ment the chief of which shall have the 
rank of a colonel of the United States 
army.
